BC: Do you have many particularly good or 
bad memories from those days? Do you still

BC: You often saw past the obvious issues 
with your lyrics (Like 'Into The Firing Line' 
where you sing “But when white's gone, then 
what happens to the land? Tribal warfare 
may get the upper hand”). Do you still have 
the same 'open minded’ outlook on life? 

IAN: I would bloody well hope so! If anything 
I'm guilty of trying to be too open-minded 
and often not being able to give a definite 
opinion. I end up questioning myself and 
other because I try and see why people might 
have what's considered a dodgy view. But 
then I get on my soap box and start spouting 
shit and I probably look like the most self- 


righteous bastard there is! 


BC: I remember reading in a zine that the 
decision to change the name from 
DEPRAVED to VISIONS OF CHANGE was 
taken to try to get away from the 'negative' 
side of punk. Correct? So do you try to see 
the positive in things? Is your glass half full 
or half empty? 

IAN: Yeah the name change was definitely for 
that reason. It was a time when we felt things 
could go one of two ways. Now I look and 
realise that some of the punks I saw as 
negative are the ones who've kept things 
going while people like me were doing other 
things - kinda sobering really. 

I do actively try and see the positive cos I'm 
naturally pretty pessimistic. If I don't push 
the PMA, I end up winging and whining and 
getting generally down. And there are enough 
grumpy old men without me adding to it. I'd 
rather be an angry old man who refuses to lie 
down :) 


BC: Finally, moving on to SECTION 13! 
Why/ what is 'Section 13' and what is it 'A 
Demonstration' of? And how long have you 
been together, as I have to say until this CD, 
I've never heard of you? 


IAN: At last! We originally thought of Room 
13 after the Circle Jerks song but when that 
was taken we wanted something with 13 cos 
it's a sort of an outsider number that ties in 
with the whole punk / tattoo culture - it's cool 
number :) Then when we thought of Section 
13 we started looking for references and it's 
the section in European Human Rights Act of 
1998 that obliges courts to take account of 
the importance of the right to freedom of 
thought, conscience and religion - that 
settled it. That and the fact that it's the 
organisation that fights for good in the Jackie 
Chan - the animated series :) 

The CD was only meant to be a 
demonstration of what we can do, hence the 
title. Simple, really. We've been together for 
nearly two years but we're only just getting 
out and about which explains why you've not 
heard of us. 


BC: 'Never Meant To Be' seems like 
resignation to the fact that the state is too 
strong and it's almost pointless challenging it. 
Is this written through the eyes of experience. 
as opposed to the 'naivety' of teens? But then 
in 'Minor Seventh' you sing “Stand up and 
be counted!”. So where do you stand on 
fighting back in general? A worthwhile/ 
essential part of life, or a futile gesture? 

IAN: Spot on. I really did think we were 
changing things and actually I think the whole 
punk scene of the early 80s did change some 
things - look at the whole political and DIY 
culture that grew out of it. But I expected too 
much, I suppose. Then Minor Seventh is 
about keeping going despite the fact that 
there might not seem to be an end point. Just 
being who you are can be rebellion enough. I 
think you've: gotta fight back in some way; 
you- can't just lie down. Ok, at some points in 
your life you may do more or less depending 
on what else is going on in your life but it's 
important not to lose that spark - you might 
as well stock up on happy pills and let the 
world wash over you.

before I had made up a few songs which were 
released onto a CD demo called “Reality of 
Sacrifice”, only 150 copies were made and given 
out free but some tracks from that went onto our 
1* CD *Carcass of Humanity” which had been 
really well received so we decided to carry on 


I love recording at home, its very simple and I 
like the fact that I put out what I want and am 
happy with rather than compromising with others 
but Paul was keen to do some gigs so I caved in 
and funnily enough our first rehearsal was made 
up of 4 Marriott brothers and a friend of ours so 
your not too far of the mark, Our oldest brother 
played second guitar and another brother played 
drums but couldn’t commit cos he lived in 
London and was busy with his own band so we 
asked someone else who was keen a few months 
before so did a few practises. Our first gig which 
was amazing, we played with Surrender and Larm 
in a hall full of the nicest people who to me 
represents what punk should be about, no shitty 
attitudes/egos. As far as gigs go though I’m not 
sure if we will carry on, we don’t have the time 
and I personally just love releasing records more 
than anything else, it’s a shame cos we have been 
offered so many gigs.

It's g00d to see this long deleted LP get a CD re-issue, 
just so those who weren't there when this came out can 
sample a cracking album. For those not familiar with 
this, it fitted in perfectly with the Meantime label it was 
originally released on (Home of debuts by DAN, HDO 
and JOYCE McKINNEY EXPERIENCE). Hailing from 
Belfast and The Warzone collective (incidentally when 
we went to Belfast during the first ceasefire in I think '96 
we asked at an animal rights stall where The Warzone 


was and they looked as us like we were stupid and said 
something like “There is no war zone any more, there's a 
ceasefire”!), F U.A.L had a lot to say, with songs about 
having to choose a side (Would you rather be boiled or 
fried?) and English anarchists like CHUMBAWAMBA 
spouting off about Ireland and the IRA without häving a 
full grasp of the situation. They also touched on 
environmental issues, what NOT to say when arrested 
(Never Make A Statement') and child abuse in the 
haunting 'Suffer Little Children’. "The Curse Of Macha' is 
a song I could play again and again, with it's excellent 
bass riff and see if you can sing along to ‘Soft 
Drinks' (even with lyrics it's hard, but they were sung, 
not grunted like other awful yet bizarrely popular bands 
around at the time). In short this album is a timeless 
classic and with the inclusion of the "Veganic Wind' 
demo, everything they released is on here. Long since 
deleated on vinyl, you'd be a fool to pass up another 
chance to get the best in melodic, passionate, political 
punk rock!
